to pitch new ideas every 4 to 6 issues. 

Plus there’s a completely different 
dynamic to a series. You can really 
follow and evolve characters and 
storylines. Build on the past. 

As you know, my love for sandwiches is 
great': Currently, YL has most factors 
that are truly important for success in 
my eyes: music, kinetic comic-bookery, 
stabbings, fucked up homeless people, 
crazy drugged out whores, crazy non- 
whores (it’s a word!), surreal martian 
spider invasions (?),trannies and 
midgets.

I propose a YOUNG LIARSS.S.S.S.S* 

(:super - size-summer-sandwich■special*) 
one shot where there are those classic, 
cut-away side view diagrams of 
everyone’s favorite sandwiches.

Jim 
was forced out. gold books became more 
important than content, and basically 
they burned off the foundation until 
folks caught on and they folded. Good 
news though, the sharks got to cash in 
to Acclaim for millions before that 
happened. Joy for them. 


Does anyone keep you in the loop with 
the ongoing convoluted mess that is the 
Valiant IP rights? Do/did you have any 
sort of ownership to that universe? I am 
one of the literally DOZENS who actually 
tries to follow it.
